Extracts from his account : 
—Hiaving finished the printing 
the first edition of the Gospel 
according to St. Matthew in 
the Calmuc language, copies of 
it were sent to Siberia, to the 
civil governor of Irkutsk, Ni- 
colai lL. Vreskin, a counsellor 
of state to his Imperial Majes- 
ty; which he most jadiciously 
directed to be distributed a- 
mong the Selenginskish Mfon- 
eols and the Chorinian Burats. 

As the above mentioned gov- 
ernor, on distributing the trans- 
lated Gospel, had required an 
opinion of the Princes of thes 
people respecting it, they ak 
all pessible pains to undersiand 
its contents 5 which proved a ve- 
difficult task. 

The commission to decypher 
the Gospel was now given to 
two Saisangs of ihe Chorinian 
Burats ; who so diligently ap- 
plied themselves to the work, 
that they were soon wir ori 
generally to explain its conten 

to their superiors. 

The two Saisangs soon set 
out from the Chinese frontier 
for St. Petersburg ; and arri- 
ved here in the beginning of 
December, 4817. The care of 
them was committed to me.
